Ric Flair regained the NWA 
World title from Harley Race 
on Thanksgiving evening in 
Greensboro, North Carolina. It 
was the first time in the sport’s 
history that the NWA title 
changed hands in a steel cage. 

The match took place in front 
of a standing room only crowd 
of 15,447 in the Greensboro 
Coliseum. An additional 30,000 
fans throughout the Mid-Atlan- 
tic region viewed the match on 
closed-circuit television in their 
local arenas or movie theaters. 
The match was also viewed via 
closed- circuit in Puerto Rico, 
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Venezuela, New Zealand; and 
the Virgin Islands, though 
attendance figures from those 
areas was unavailable at press 
time. 

Roughly 33 minutes into the 
match, Flair smashed Race in 
the head and stunned the 
champion. Flair climbed to the 
top rope and delivered a flying 
bodypress. At the 33:29 mark, 
special referee Gene Kiniski 
slammed the mat for the third 
time and declared Flair the 
new NWA World champion. 

“T feel great about the win,” 
Flair said during a postmatch 
press conference. “I’m ready 
to defend the belt against any- 
one reckless enough to chal- 
lenge me, and I’m ready to 
make this title reign longer than 
my first. This is it, daddy, the 
NWA title has come home. 
Whoo!’ 

Our congratulations are ex- 
tended to Flair, and to Rick 
Steamboat and Jay Young- 
blood, who captured the NWA 
World tag team belts from Jack 
and Jerry Brisco on the Fiair- 
Race undercard.

THUMBS UP to Junkyard Dog: The fans of Mid-South wrestling have 
consistently supported the Dog in his every endeavor, and the popular star 
has-returned their support by rejecting offers to wrestle in other parts of 
the country. By staying in the Mid-South, Junkyard Dog seriously limits 
his opportunities to win a world championship. The NWA champion does 
not defend his title in that region, and the AWA champ appears in only 
one Mid-South city, Houston. Junkyard Dog refuses to leave his loving 
fans despite the offers he has received from other promoters. It is rare 
that a wrestler is as loyal to his fans as they are to him. 
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THUMBS UP to Tommy Rich: For years, Rich’s feud with Buzz Sawyer 
had been the hottest in professional wrestling. Both wrestlers suffered 
serious injury in their violent feud. It was recently revealed that Sawyer 
was actually Brett Wayne’s brother. When Wayne was legally prevented 
from wrestling with Sawyer against The Road Warriors, Rich offered to 
step in and wrestle alongside his former archrival. Rich could not possibly 
have totally trusted Sawyer, even though he is Wayne’s brother. Rich 
wrestled with Sawyer anyway and his actions are a sign of his commit- 
ment to his friend, Brett Wayne. He deserves our praise.

THUMBS DOWN to Dusty Rhodes: Rhodes has disappointed many of 
his fans across the country by not challenging for the NWA World 
championship, instead becoming involved in one violent feud after an- 
other. In the latest of these feuds, Rhodes has joined forces with Black- 
jack Mulligan and Barry Windham to battle Gentleman Jim Holliday’s 
men Abdullah the Butcher and Elijah Akeem and Kareem Muhammad. 
Rhodes’ fans were delighted when he won. the NWA title in 1979 and 
in 1981.:Since then, Rhodes has destroyed his world rating and his health 
in bloody encounters with wrestling’s madmen. It’s time for Rhodes to 
stop being wrestling’s enforcer, 


THUMBS DOWN to Jules Strongbow: It was recently reported that 
Strongbow broke the leg of wrestler Mark Miller during a match by using 
the Indian Deathlock. Strongbow has not adopted a rulébreaker’s wres- 
tling attitude. He did not break Miller’s leg on purpose. It is still repre- 
hensible, however, that this happened. Strongbow should be experienced 
enough to know how much pressure to apply in executing the hold.

THUMBS DOWN to Pat Patterson: Patterson has been trying to do two 
jobs—as a professional wrestler and as a television color commentator for 
the WWF, In his position on the WWF’s Championship Wrestling and 
All-Star Wrestling telecasts, he is a working journalist. It is a conflict of 
interest for Patterson to be wrestling WWF competitors, including Ivan 
Koloff, with whom he is currently feuding. Patterson should reassess his 
options and decide which job he will pursue in the WWF, journalist or 
wrestler. Until he does, he will be cheating himself as well as the wrestling 
fans. 


THUMBS DOWN to Paul Orndorff: Orndorff left the Georgia area early 
in 1983, and after a successful tour of Japan and the West Coast took 
some well-earned time off. Orndorff has now popped up in the WWF, 
but this Orndorff is radically different from the man. who enjoyed so 
much success as the National champion. Orndorff seems to have turned 
into a pompous, image-conscious rulebreaker. We do not know what 
happened to this man while he was on vacation, but one can be sure that 
it had a major effect on his personality.

Krusher Darsow is a very lucky man. Very few of us actually get to 
fulfill our childhood dreams. This hulking giant from the lowa farm 
country has managed to do just that. Wrestling in the professional 
ranks is a dream come true for this country boy, and he hopes to 
make the dream last for many years 


sh AAG NOT USED to all this at- 
tention,’’ Krusher Darsow 
said. ‘‘Back at home on my dad- 
dy’s farm in lowa, the closest | ever 
got to getting my name in a wres- 
tling magazine was when | filled 
out the coupon for back issues.”’ 

Darsow, a new arrival to the Mid- 
South region, will have to get used 
to the attention, the hounding pho- 
tographers, the fans requesting 
autographs, and the cheers of the 
crowds that watch him wrestle. ‘‘| 
think I'll probably get used to all 
that pretty fast,’’ he said with a 
smile. 

These are all things Darsow has 
been dreaming of since he was a 
child. Wrestling was his first and 
only love while growing up in lowa. 
And living near two universities that 
were amateur wrestling power- 
houses, lowa and lowa State, 
added to Darsow’'s fascination with 
the technical aspects of the sport. 

“When | was a kid,’ he said, ‘‘it 
looked like a puzzle. The two guys’ 
bodies were always interlocked. 
When one guy was on top of the 
other and he had his opponents 
shoulders pinned to the mat, the 
puzzle was complete. That's still 
the way | look at the sport.” 

Darsow wrestled with an amateur

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club and later competed in high 
school. He said that attending lowa 
and lowa State wrestling meets 
helped his performance. “The first 
few times,’’ he said, ‘‘! had to beg 
Dad to take me, but after a while, 
when he saw how happy | was to 
go, he didn’t put up too much of a 
fuss. We'd just jump into the pick- 
up and go.’ 

At 303 pounds, Darsow qualifies 
as a superheavyweight, but his idol 
was an even bigger man, former 
Olympic bronze medalist and top- 
ranked professional Chris Taylor, 
who died in June of 1979. Darsow 
identified with Taylor, an lowa 
State graduate, because of his size. 

‘| was always the biggest guy in 
the class,’’ he said. ‘It made me 
feel clumsy sometimes. But | saw 
Chris, and he moved really well. He 
was so smooth. He made me real- 
ize that | wasn’t a gawk just be- 
cause of my size. 

“1 could tell you anything you 
want to know about Chris,’’ Darsow 
said, about to spout. off his idol’s 
accomplishments. ‘‘Olympic bronze 
medalist in 1972, National Colle- 
giate champion in 1972 and 
1973, leading his team to the Na- 
tional title both years, unbeaten in 
87 matches at lowa State, pinned 
70 of those opponents... .” 

Darsow got to meet Taylor once. 
He forced his father to stand in the 
cold outside the lowa State gym for 
an hour to meet his idol. ‘It was 
worth it,’’ Krusher said. ‘‘! told him 
that | was his biggest fan, and he 
looked down at me and smiled. | 
told him that he could be world 
champion if he turned pro. He 
laughed a little and thanked me.’ ”’ 

Darsow remembers being ex- 
tremely upset when Taylor died af- 
ter battling various illnesses for two 
years. ‘“‘He only wrestled pro for 
four years,’’ Darsow said. ‘He 
could have had a great career. |’m 
sure he could have won a world 
championship. He was the best.

Max resigns himself to the fact that is going 
to be powerslammed by one of the tough- 
est young grapplers around (above).

It's too bad he died. It would have 
been great if | could have wrestled 
with him. When. | win the world 
title, I'll dedicate it to him.” 

The championship is still a long 
way off for Darsow, but his poten- 
tial is quite obvious to Mid-South 
fans and.wrestlers. Among them is 
Junkyard Dog. “He is gonna be 
someone to be reckoned with,”’ 
JYD said. ‘‘He’s big, he’s quick, 
and he has all the natural gifts you 
could hope for. If he keeps work- 
ing, he'll be right up there with the 
best someday. He might look like a 
down-home country boy with those 
ripped up jeans he wears into the 
ring and all, but he’s got a brain, 
and he uses it. He’s still got that 
farm-boy power, too. He’s as strong 
as an Ox.” 

Power is one of the gifts that 
Darsow uses to the maximum. In a 
recent match against Max, the 
Missing Link, Darsow stunned his 
opponent with ferocious bodyslams 
and finished him with a back- 
breaker. ‘'l love using my power,’’ 
Darsow said, ‘‘pushing my strength 
to its furthest point. It's the same 
way in the gym. | like that feeling a 
lot.” 

One of the goals Darsow has set 
for himself is to win the North 
American championship. His friend 
Junkyard Dog has held that title on 
many occasions, and undoubtedly 
would like to wear the belt again. 
Darsow said he would welcome an 
opportunity to wrestle the Dog for 
that title. 

“These things are gonna hap- 
pen,’’ he said. ‘You can’t let any- 
thing stand in the way of your 
goals, not even a friend. | think a 
match between myself and Junk- 
yard Dog would be really interest- 
ing. | know we’d both be trying our 
hardest. Just ‘cause we're friends 
doesn’t mean we'd hold anything 
back.

Morales has also. held the 


WWF Intercontinental champion- 
ship twice.

Morales is currently wrestling 
in his native Puerto Rico and is 
engaged in a feud with Bruiser 
Bob Sweetan. In a match last 
September, Sweetan piledrived 
Morales outside the ring, severely 
injuring his neck. Morales under- 


went two months of physical 
therapy before returning to ac- 
tion on Thanksgiving night. In 
typical fiery Morales fashion, Pe- 
dro took on Sweetan as his first 
opponent on his return to 
wrestling. | 
Morales has enjoyed the view 
from the pinnacle of the sport as 
WWF champion. His legion of 
admiring fans hope to see him 
return to that plateau -very 
soon.

T WAS POSSIBLE to keep his 

temper no longer. Brett Wayne 
exploded, ‘‘Look, |'m not an idiot! | 
know the risks! There are some 
things, pal, that are worth the 
risks!"’ 

The reporter turned off his tape 
recorder and began getting ready to 
go. Wayne suddenly said, ‘‘Wait! 
Please. | didn’t mean to blow up at 
you. | thought if | pretended there’s 
nothing wrong, maybe everyone 
would believe it. | got angry when | 
realized how stupid the pretending 
sounded. | think it’s time for this 
interview to begin.’’ 

What had preceded the outburst 
hadn't been pleasant for anybody.

“| knew the risks coming in,"’ he 
admitted. ‘‘Being Buzz's brother 
was never easy. | had to change my 


name before people would trust 


me. | can see even in my best 
friends a certain wariness. | was 
training with Tommy Rich one day 
and suddenly he stopped [this was 
during the time when Tommy and 
Buzz were still feuding]. Tommy’s 
face clouded over. Then he re- 
sumed, or at least tried to. | finally 
asked him what happened and he 
said, ‘You moved just like Buzz,’ as 


if that was some mark of disgrace. 
It was as if that was a sure sign | 
would betray him. 

“Even now, with Buzz: firmly in 
the camp of fan favorites, there are 
people who find it hard to trust me 
anymore. As for Buzz, it'll take 
years before they’re comfortable 
with him.

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IS TITO SANTANA 
TRYING TO 
BLACKMAIL 
THE WWF? 


After the WWF refused to give Tito Santana a 
shot at the world championship, Tito decided to 
take matters into his own hands. 
A brilliant and dangerous ploy ggg 
is either going to bring Tito et 
his title shot or the WWF 
itself may be in fora 
cataclysmic upheaval 


OME PEOPLE ARE angry. 

Others deny it’s true. Still oth- 
ers wish they thought of it 
themselves. 

First, let’s recite the facts. Tito 
Santana journeyed to the WWF 
and became remarkably popular. 
Fans thronged to his matches. He 
was a credit to the federation. All 
he lacked was a title shot to make 
his stay complete. But as other fan 
favorites could have told him, he 
had no chance to be completely 
happy. 

The WWE refuses to let cham- 
pion Bob Backlund wrestle fan fa- 
vorites. The champion is given a 
solid diet of rulebreakers. Even 
Jimmy Snuka, arguably the most 
popular wrestler in the WWF in a 
decade, can’t get a title shot since 
aligning himself with scientific prin- 
ciples. Santana tried to get a title 
shot. Rumor has it that even Back- 
lund asked if a match could be 
arranged, but no challenge was 


forthcoming. Like so many WWF 
scientific wrestlers before him, 
Santana found himself stranded in 
front of the no-title-shot roadblock. 
Like any good wrestler, Tito is 
an ambitious man. If he can’t go 
for the ultimate prize, he will lose 
his edge. Slowly but surely, his 
skills will go dull and his desire will 
shrivel. That’s death for a wrestler. 
Surely, Tito has heard the theories 
discussed and wondered for him- 
self. He must have also wondered 
if the same theories apply to any 
scientific wrestler in the WWE. 
At the same time, WWF officials 
want Santana around. They look at 
the packed houses he draws and 
know he’s a valuable commodity. 
Except for giving him a title shot, 
they’ve done everything in their 
power to make him happy. As with 
other scientific wrestlers, they never 
seem to realize the only thing that 
can make a proud athlete happy is 
a title shot. That’s why they were

In Toronto, Santana issued a 
challenge to Leo Burke for the Ca- 
nadian North American _ title. 
Burke, not being a fool, insisted 
their bout had to be a non-title 
match. Santana readily agreed. In 
fact, he agreed so quickly that 
Burke began to think Tito wanted 
a non-title match all along. Burke 
never got over the feeling that he 
was set up. 

The night of the match, Santana 
looked like a kid let loose in a 
candy store. He put on a glorious 
exhibition of wrestling virtuosity. 
Burke, already slowed down by 
suspicions, never had a_ chance. 
One got the feeling Leo kept wait- 
ing for a brigade to rush down the 
aisles and attack him. After a few 
minutes, Burke could easily have 
considered Santana a one-man bri- 
gade. After Santana executed a 
perfect flying bodypress, the match 
was over. 

Those are the facts. Now comes 
the theories. Many people believe 
Santana took the Toronto match as 
a warning to the WWE. If they fail 
to give him a title shot against 
Backlund, Tito is ready and able to 
travel. He proved he could defeat

ORE STUNNED THAN jubi- 

lant, Hulk Hogan announced 
to the reporters surrounding him 
in the dressing room, “‘! finished 
Harley Race. From now on, Race 
can wrestle only on luck and 
reputation.” 

Hogan shook his head a couple 
of times and asked, “You saw it 
happen, too, didn’t you? Race 
just collapsed. He couldn’t take 
the pounding | was giving him. 
Suddenly, his body turned to spa- 
ghetti, his movements were slug- 
gish, and there was nothing he 
could do about it. | felt a man’s 
career end in my hands. Do you 
guys have any idea what that 
feels like? We're talking power. 
That's why I’m not NWA cham- 
pion tonight. | had too much 
power. I’ve never done .anything 
that stupid before. I’ve also never 
done anything as awesome.” 

Hogan referred to the end of 
the match. Though he knew that 
tossing an opponent. over the top 
rope means immediate disquali- 
fication in the NWA, he couldn't 
resist. After it happened, no one 
understood why Hogan had taken 
the semiconscious Race and 


hurled him over the ropes. That 
disqualification cost Hogan the 
NWA title. Hogan didn’t care. Like 


some primitive beast, he had to 
do something to show he was the 
new king of the jungle: So, driven 
by a mad joy beyond control, Ho- 
gan threw Race and the NWA ti- 
tle over the ropes. 

No one who saw that will ever 
forget the look on Hogan’s face. It 
was an awesome exhibition of 
wrestling ego. Through some 


physical sense only professional 
athletes possess, Hogan believed 
himself the man to have ended 
one of wrestling’s most remark- 
able ‘careers. That accomplish- 
ment radiated from his entire 
body. After the referee disqualified 
Hogan, the gargantuan grappler 
stood like an Apollo in the center 
of the ring. The crowd started 
cheering, not as fans but as wor- 
shippers. One couldn’t help but 
be swept up in Hogan’s sense of 
conquest. 

Nor could anyone help but 
cheer for the match. Hogan and 
Race battled with a ferocity that at 
times stunned the crowd into 
shocked silence. Something spe- 
cial was happening; that much 
was for certain. Hogan’s body 
never moved with such assurance 
and control. His every move 
seemed a thunderburst of power. 
Race used all the veteran cunning 
at his command to defend against 
the assault. Whenever Race tried 
to mount an offense of his own, 
Hogan seemingly swatted it by. 

As the match wore on, Race 
became desperate. This was to- 
tally uncharacteristic for the cham-

pion. Race’s success has been 
his ability to think his way out of 
trouble. At the same time, it 
seemed as if his body were refus- 
ing to obey the brain’s com- 
mands. That was understandable. 
The body had taken a brutal beat- 
ing at the hands of Hogan. 

Finally, Race stood trapped in 
the middle of the ring. Looking 
like a magnificent lion about to 
surrender his reign to another, 
Race awaited the final defeat. His 
stance, though he was battered 
and beaten, exuded a pride and 
dignity that left no one unmoved. 
Suddenly, the crowd cheered him, 
not for what Race had done to- 
night but for all the years of great- 
ness. Several people stood and 
unashamedly cried. 

Instead of winning, of course, 
Hogan made his foolhardy but 
dramatic throw of Race over the 
ropes. One reporter said a few 
moments afterward, “Hogan 
didn’t want the win. He beat the 
man conclusively. He let Race 
keep his dignity. I’ve been watch- 
ing wrestling for about 30 years 
and that was the most noble thing 
ve ever seen. Tonight, I'll con- 
sider it an honor if Hulk Hogan 
shakes my hand.” 

As for Race, he 
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locked his 


dressing room door after the 
match. It was more than three 
hours later he emerged. By then, 
there was only one reporter wait- 
ing for him. The journalist was 
surprised when Race said, ‘‘l’m 
glad someone’s still here. Let’s 
talk.” 

They went back into the dress- 
ing room and Race sprawled out 
on a bench. Exhausted from more 
than any physical beating he ever 
remembered taking, he looked at 
the ceiling and said, “It gets 
harder every title reign. More guys 
want you, they’re better prepared 
and all your secrets seem to be 
common knowledge. A man 
needs time between title reigns to 
develop more secrets.”’ 

The journalist said, “Hogan be- 
lieves he’s finished your career. 
He thinks he damaged your body 


irreparably. It wasn't said as a 
brag nor an insult. He really be- 
lieves you’re through.” 

Race tried to smile but lacked 
the strength to put up a front. 
“l’m not finished,” he said, ‘‘and 
Hogan isn’t the first to believe 
he’s finished me. I’m hurt and I’m 
tired, but I’ve been here before. 
I've been written off more times 
than a businessman’s lunch. |’ll 
come back. | just wish | could go 
away for a time.” 

With that, Race got up from the 
bench and left the arena. Was he 
the broken man Hulk Hogan be- 
lieves him to be? Or can that 
magnificent spirit that keeps Race 
going once again rally his mind 
and body? As Race walked to his 
car, one couldn't help but feel 
Race was wondering the same 
thing. O 


DAVID VON ERICH: 
REFLECTIONS OF 
A FUTURE GREAT 


VEN FOR THE golden ones, 

life as a professional wrestler 
isn’t“easy. Compared to most, Da- 
vid Von Erich has had a blessed 
career. Protected by a family inti- 
mate with the business—his father 
is a former wrestling great and his 
brothers, Kevin and Kerry, are top 
mat stars—and born with remark- 
able natural abilities, it seemed as if 
David would easily make his way 


to superstardom. It’s never easy. 

David has been through turmoil. 
About two years ago he embarked 
on a strange exodus from his fam- 
ily and into the world of rule- 
breaking. Many thought at the time 
that he might be ruining his career. 
It’s only now that he can look back 
and ahead with wisdom born of 
struggle. 

Even the headline of this article 


demonstrates David’s insistence on 
modesty. Most fans already con- 
sider him a hero, but David asked 
that if we were being complimen- 
tary in the article, could we stress 
that his best work is yet to come. 
David considers himself an athlete 
in transition, having gone from 
promising to professional. For him, 
greatness is still an accomplishment 
he has yet to achieve. That’s why 


David Von Erich is one of the most popular men in wrestling. The fans 
who cheer him, however, don’t really know the complex man who has 
won their hearts. In this privileged glimpse into David’s personality, the 
man tells for the first time about the dreams and fears that drive him to 


a 


victory

we referred to him in the headline 
as a future great. 

“I think the fans have a ten- 
dency to expect too much too 
soon,’ David says quietly, ‘‘and 
that’s not their fault. A wrestler 
needs a strong ego to survive in this 
sport; you really have to believe 
you can beat everyone on any given 
night. Now that’s ludicrous, no one 
is perfect, but you have to believe 
it. So you tell the fans you’re the 
best and because they like you, 
they believe you. So now thousands 
of people are cheering, and you 
suddenly figure they must be right. 
You are the greatest. These mutual 
delusions feed each other until the 
wrestler doesn’t know the truth 
from his bragging. That’s the most 
dangerous thing that can happen. 

‘Looking back on it, I think 
that’s why I went to Florida a cou- 
ple of years. ago. Some self-pres- 
ervation instinct told me | had to 
find out the truth about myself. I 
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even turned on the fans, wrestling 
heroes like Dusty Rhode, just so I 
could find out who I really was. I 
was friendly with Jim Garvin! He’s 
the worst kind of snake, a shame 
to professional wrestling. I was ca- 
reening wildly hoping to stumble 
onto the truth. I found you can’t 
stumble on the truth by running 
away. 

“‘That’s when I made up with 
my family. I had to get away, but 
I’m happy to be back and ac- 
cepted. My brothers were like rocks 
through the whole thing. No matter 
what I did, no matter how stupid | 
got, it never occurred to me I 
couldn’t go to them for support. I 
could take the fact of their love as 
a given. If I didn’t have that kind 
of support, I don’t think I could 
have taken any risks. 

“While we’re at it, I think it’s 
important to realize my brothers 
have made it possible for me to be 
successful. I can’t explain exactly 


why they mean so much to me, but 
I know it’s true. I can tell you why 
I won the Missouri State title. My 
brothers trained me for that match 
with Ric Flair better than any man 
has ever been trained. Looking at 
the videotapes of that match, I can 
find about 100 times that their 
training helped me win. 


“T’ve won more titles than they 
have, but they own a piece of every 
one I earned. If I have more titles, 
I think it’s because I’m ambitious. 
Kevin and Kerry are purer athletes; 
the love of sport is enough for 
them. I need the titles. Helping me 
is enough glory for them. Helping 
them is never enough glory for 
me.” 

That last sentence wasn’t easy 
for David to speak. There was a 
steely determination in his voice 
when he spoke, as if the truth had 
to be faced. His ambition has led 
him into feuds, gotten him titles 
that were much harder to defend 
than to win, and even gotten him 
NWA World title shots against 
both Harley Race and Ric Flair. 
David thinks he deserved the NWA 
title in his matches against both 
champions but knows enough not 
to be obsessed by the turn of 
events. In fact, it may have been 
for the best. 


“I don’t think I was ready to be 
NWA champion before,” he says 
in retrospect. ‘‘The pressures and 
responsibilities are crippling. Just 
look at what happens to some 
guys. I know for a fact Flair al- 
most went off the deep end. Race 
may be the saddest and _loneliest 
man I ever met. Any man who tells 
you he isn’t a little afraid of the 
NWA title pressures is either stupid 
or scared to admit it.” 

Right now, David and his broth- 
ers are embroiled in an especially 
brutal feud with The Freebirds. 
Their matches are furious exhi- 
bitions of wrestling hatred. As 
much as David hates The 


Freebirds, he’s grateful to them for

Why has Jesse Ventura always had a manager if he 
resents being told what to do? The man has all the 
physical abilities to be a world champion, but for 
some reason he refuses to listen to anyone. Bobby 

Heenan knows this. Freddie Blassie knows this. And 

Jimmy Hart is quickly finding out 


T WASN'T ORIGINALLY meant 

to go public. At first Jimmy 
Hart denied the conversations 
had ever taken place or the letter 
had been sent. Then, when oth- 
ers involved readily admitted the 
truth, Hart had no choice but to 
call Freddie Blassie and- Bobby 
Heenan “jealous idiots.” No sane 
man wants to be put in that 
position. 

Of course, the point was that 
no sane man would be earning 
his living as Hart currently does, 
managing the wrestling career of 
Jesse Ventura. The whole ordeal 
for Hart started the day he 
signed_ Ventura to contract. 
Things then went from bad to 
uncontrollable. At times, Hart 
must have thought Ventura con- 
sidered his manager his main op- 
ponent. Ventura makes a practice 
to disobey a manager's orders 
and confound his expectations. It 
didn’t take long to realize that 
Ventura’s glory train promised 
Jimmy a long and bumpy ride. 

Hart signalled for help. He de- 


cided to call Ventura’s former 
managers, Freddie Blassie and 
Bobby Heenan. Perhaps they had 
the secret for taming this mad- 
man. The answers he received 
didn’t make him feel any better. 
Blassie’s advice: ‘Control him? 
It's easy. Tie him up and force 
him to breathe in a gallon of 
ether. Anything less and you 
don’t stand a chance.” Heenan’s 
advice: “Don’t try. Take the 
money up front and leave the 
arena. Ventura doesn’t want a 
manager. He wants a doormat. 
Only a fool would consider man- 
aging’ him. No, I’m not calling 
you a fool—unless you keep 
managing him. Everybody makes 
a mistake. Only a fool repeats it.” 
Hart couldn't believe it. Blassie 
and Heenan, two of wrestling’s 
most ruthless managers, saying 
there was a _ wrestler they 
couldn’t handle. When one con- 
siders the wild and_ reckless 
personalities these two men have 
easily kept in check, their pro- 
nouncements are astounding. 
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When Ventura refused to leave the ring to escape the rallying Eaton, Hart took it upon 
himself to pull his wrestler to safety. Hart is quickly finding out how difficult it is to keep 
Jesse under his control. 


As remarkable as this turn of 
events became, it would never 
have gone public but for the let- 
ter, or as Hart now refers to it, 
“That damned stupid piece of 
trash.” It was written by Heenan 
after his phone conversation with 
Hart. Bobby felt the need to ex- 
plain himself in more detail. 

“| know what you're going 
through. Ventura is a_ brilliant, 
tough, ruthless athlete, the kind 
any intelligent manager longs to 
get under contract. For the: first 
couple of weeks, it’s like a dream 


come true. He follows orders, 
racks up victories, gains a reputa- 
tion for slaughtering his foes and 
a championship seems inevitable. 
You just ‘start counting the ex- 
pected money when he starts 
making you crazy. 

“First, he refused to follow or- 
ders. Then he starts telling you 
whom his next opponent should 
be. This is followed by making 
you look like an idiot in public. 
He did it to me, he did it to 
Blassie (the two almost killed 
each other on more than one oc-

casion) and he’s doing it to you. 
Take a wise man’s advice. Send 
the guy packing. 

“I’ve seen recent videotapes of 
Ventura’s matches and | know 
what you're feeling. In a recent 
match against Austin Idol, he was 
fantastic. He put on a power- 
house exhibition of wrestling 
ruthlessness. | admit after seeing 
it | considered trying to buy his 
contract from you. When Ventura 
is good, he is very, very good. 

“At the same time, when he 
wants to be a pain in the neck, 
he is horrid. As you might have 
guessed, I’m referring to the 
Bobby Eaton match. | saw what 
he was doing to you. Your every 
command was ignored. He was 
using Eaton as a weapon against 
you. It’s his way of showing you 
who’s boss. You know as well as 
| do, once a wrestler starts doing 
that, he’s useless to a manager. It 
took me too long to realize this. | 
kept believing, like an idiot, that | 
could change him. It’s not easy 
for me to. admit | failed. Don't 
waste your .time.” 

The above letter arrived at our 
offices. We don’t know who sent 
it to us, but the postmark said 
Minneapolis, That’s not coinci- 
dentally where Heenan is head- 
quartered. When we asked 
Bobby if he sent the letter, he 
said, “Of course not! But when 
you think of all the enemies has 
Ventura made, it’s not hard to 
come up with a list of 30 people 
who might.” Despite what he 
says, Heenan’s name should be 
put at the top of that list. 

Hart begged Ventura not to 
publicly reply to the letter, and 
for the time being Ventura has 
complied. All Hart will say is that 
Heenan is entitled to his opinion, 
but “Jesse Ventura is the best 
wrestler I’ve ever managed.” 

That isn’t exactly a ringing en- 
dorsement of | Ventura’s man- 
ageability. More telling, Jimmy 
Hart looks like he’d give his en- 
tire fortune for a night's untrou- 
bled sleep. O

From now on, 
our tag team category in the ratings will include the 
championship title that the teams hold at press time. 
In cases where a ranked team doesn’t hold a cham- 
pionship title, their standing as challengers will be 
noted (example: No. 1 contender to NWA World tag 
team title). 


A couple of clarifications: There have been some inter- 
esting developments in wrestling since our last issue, 
and these are reflected in the ratings. The most impor: 
tant changes affecting the ratings are: 

® Brett Wayne will now be referred to as Brett Sawyer. 
The announcement that the Brett. and Buzz Sawyer will 
be using the same surname was made during the 
production of this magazine, so in some articles and 
columns you will see Brett referred to as “Brett 
Wayne,” and in others “Brett Sawyer.” In the ratings, 
and elsewhere from now on, Brett Sawyer is the name 
we will be using. 

@Michael Hayes lost a 
Loser Leave Town Cage 
match to Kerry Von Erich 
in Dallas. As a result, Hayes 
will be unable to wrestle in 
the state of Texas for an 
entire year. Accordingly, 
Hayes has been removed 
entirely from the ratings 
for the World Class area. 
You will note that The 
Freebirds, the World Class 
4 six-man__titleholders, are 
Michael Hayes rated number four in the 
tag team category. This is because at press time, World 
Class wrestling commissioners had not made any deci- 
sion regarding that title. They may strip The Freebirds 
of the title, or they may mandate that the remaining 
two Freebirds, Terry Gordy and Buddy Roberts, defend 
the championship by themselves or select a third 
partner.

STEVE KEIRN VS. STAN LANE 


’M NOT LOOKING back very far, 

but I am looking back at a match 
that should interest a good deal of 
you, especially if you're fans of the 
“Fabulous Ones,” Steve Keirn and 
Stan Lane. 

Many tag team champions of the 
past have commented that the rela- 
tionship between partners is similar 
to that of a husband and wife. 
Trust, support, and mutual respect 
are three components necessary for 
the relationship to work. From the 
photos on these two pages, you 
wouldn't imagine that Keirn and 
Lane could ever become a tag 
team combination, but, as we 
know, they are now one of the top- 
rated teams in the country, and 
currently hold the Mid-Southern 
championship. 

I was in Memphis, Tennessee, in 
December of 1981, and watched as 
} rulebreaker Lane trounced Keirn, 

¥ pummeling his forehead until blood 
i slattered onto his body and _ his 
Blood spurts from the forehead of Steve Keir as Stan Lane clamps his hands around trunks, and decorated the ring 


Steve’s throat. It’s incredible to think that the “Fabulous Ones” ever had such strong ‘ Calivas. 
hatred for each other. Doctors were still attending to 
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His hands soaked with Keirn’s blood, Lane finds it difficult to maintain a grip on Steve’s 
head (above). The aggressive Lane won’t allow Keirn a moment’s rest in the corner (top 
right). 


Keirn’s wounds when | entered his 
dressing room after the match. | 
watched as the medics carefully 
stitched and then bandaged the cuts 
‘that spread across his forehead. 

Keirn was in no condition to 
grant an interview, but he invited 
me to stay, just to talk. | closed my 
notebook and sat back. 

We discussed his battle with 
Lane, and | asked him about the 
feelings that fueled their feud. | was 
not surprised when Keirn could not 


verbalize those feelings. Knowing 
both of them, I realized that they 
were cut from the same piece of 
cloth. 

I'd seen it before. Two guys, see- 
ing something in each other that 
they fear in themselves, decide they 
hate each other. For the kinds of 
reasons that psychiatrists make a 
fortune just for guessing at, the two 
guys do things to each other that 
neither understands. 

I understood why Keirn was suf- 


fering. He had tried to do too much 
during the match. He had been 
reckless and left himself open. Lane 
knew how to take advantage of the 

situation. 
As history shows, Steve wasn’t 


the only one battered in that 
match. Something happened inside 
Lane. Whatever demons punished 
him were somehow driven out by 
that match. Slowly but surely, like a 
man coming off a bender that 
started as a suicide trip, Stan found 
what was noble inside himself. He 
became a scientific wrestler, some- 
one worthy of respect. That meant 
a lot to him. 

I wasn’t surprised when Stan and 
Steve teamed up to be the Fabulous 
Ones. There’s a little bit of the old 
Stan in both of them, a cockiness 
that makes them great. There’s also 
much of the best of both of them, 
the need to be men of dignity and 
honor. 

A couple of years ago, on a 
blood-soaked mat in a crowded 
arena, a partnership was begun by 
two men seemingly out to kill each 
other. It took that match, with its 
passion and rage, to let each man 
discover something important for 
himself. These two enemies were 
much alike, which is why they've 
become such good partners. LO
